British troops entered Tobruk 
in Januaay, 1941, when General 
Waveil’s first offensive swept 
over Libya. But in April, when 
mechanized Axis units drove 
the British forces back behind 
the Egyptian frontier, the To¬ 
bruk garrison was by-passed 
and left with all its land com¬ 
munications severed. There wa*> 
still the sea & the British Navy 
however to supply food and 
ammunition. It was a strange 
sort of seige. Mail from home 
arrived more or less regularly, 
and some troops of the belcagur- 
“.i garrison were taken to Lon¬ 
don on urlough last Sununer. 

Still there was hardship and 
fighting aplenty. The siluatmn 
of the Australian and Indian 
troops was always precarious, 
for they were constantly in dan¬ 
cer of being wiped out by suj>- 
1 nor Axis forces. The colonial 
settUment they held on the 
payed military highway that 
skirts the shore from French 
Tunisia to Egypt was of consid¬ 
erable strategic importance.

It may seem a trifle early to begin 
thinking about seed, but it may soon 
be too late to secure good seed of 
coarse grains and forage crops. The 
farmer who waits until the end of 
March to discover that he needs 50 
or 100 bushels of seed barley will 
probably find it necessary to use 
third-rate stuff. 

The demand for feed grains this 
winter in eastern, as well as west¬ 
ern, Canada, combined with the 
shortage of elevator storage space, is 
resulting in a rapid turnover. Then, 
also, harvesting conditions were so 
bad in many districts, resulting in 
large quantities of damp and 
sprouted grain, that local seed short¬ 
ages will be numerous. 

The Agricultural Department of 
The North-West Line Elevators Asso¬ 
ciation does not hesitate to advise a 
germination test for all oats and 
barley seed this year. Samples of 
wheat, oats, barley, flsuc or rye need 
only be delivered to a grain buyer of 
any line elevator company associated 
with this Department in order to 
obtain a reliable test. 

Any farmer who knows now that 
lie will require seed oats or barley 
next spring, should take Immediate 
bteps to secure the required amount. 

The situation respecting supplies of 
grass and clover seed may be similar, 
and delay in ordering may lead to 
disappointment in the spring. 

Of course, many farmers will be 
unable to decide upon the question 
of coarse grain and forage crop seed 
requirements until the Dominion 
Government announces a wheat 
policy for 1042.

Following the mute march, 
the girls hiave three lectures of 
three quarters of an hour enroh 
with 15 minute breaks in be¬ 
tween. in these they learn a- 
bout such things as discipline, 
and “interior economy,” which 
isn’t nearly as exciting as it 
sounds, meaning merely admin 
iOration within the unit. 

They have lunch at 12.30, and 
the i>arade falls in at the arm¬ 
ories at 1.45. 

The afternoon is spent in 
“basic training’ that is, elemen- 
taray drill. They have three 
thr^e-quarter-hour periods of 
what the sergeant-major des¬ 
cribes as “real hard work,” fol 
lowing which, (if they have the 
strength) they march back to 
the barracks. 

From then until supoer tune 
at 5.30 they occupy the idle 
hours with kitchen fatigue, mou 
nting fire picket, and so on. 
And then—from six o’clock un¬ 
til ten, their time is their own! 

They have one late pass a 
week which privileges them to 
stay out until two o’clock. Other 
wise it’s lights out at ten. 

The girls are at first attach¬ 
ed as recruits, and then, aftc’ 
a three month probationary per 
iod, are ‘enroll?d as volunteers.’ 
The green meruit leans very 
quick! v. the sergeant-major 
says. “It’s amazing to see the 
change from the ‘ugly duckling’ 
stage tc the quite-at-her-ease 
w-ruiUe of two weeks' stand¬ 
ing.”

Wheat Stem Sawfly 

No one can say that the wretched 
Insect named above did not do its 
best to reduce the Canadian wheat 
surplus in 1941. However, since its 
methods result in direct and some¬ 
times severe losses to farmers, it 
should be fought with every weapon 
at our command. 

Borne farm pests can be defeated 
only by the efforts of professionally 
trained agricultural experts. Stem 
rust of wheat is a good example, be¬ 
cause the farmer could do little but 
await the distribution of resistant 
varieties. Not so with the wheat stem 
sawfly. Methods of controlling this 
pest have been worked out by pro¬ 
fessional entomologists in co-opera¬ 
tion with fanners. It remains now for 
farmers to adopt the recommended 
practices. 

The “Wartime Production Series” 
of pamphlets published by the Do¬ 
minion Government has included 
some very useful literature. One of 
the best pamphlets in the series is 
one prepared by Dr. C. W. Farstad 
and entitled “Control of Wheat Stem 
Sawfly in the Prairie Provinces.” 
Any farmer who- owns a sawfly 
should also own a copy of this leaf¬ 
let. It is well and clearly written 
end the recommendations made are 
based on careful and extensive field 
olDservations.
